A. Carleton, of Stir- 
ling, who presided over the prelimin- 
ary inquest on Christmas Day, said 
that Gannon, a taxi driver, was re- 
turning from Stirling after delivering 
two fares when the accident happen- 
ed. Miss Beary and Miss Munroe had 
gone along with him for the ride. The 
inquest was adjourned until February 
6th, at Belleville.
